GA NOV. 1 UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED RES (L.739) CALLING ON ALL 
STATES TO RESPECT SOVEREIGNTY, INDEPENDENCE, TERRITORIA 
INTEGRITY, AND NON-ALIGNMENT OF CYPRUS; URGING SPEEDY 
WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN ARMED EORCES, MILITARY PERSONNEL, 
AND CESSATION OE ALL EOREIGN INTEREERENCE IN AEEAIRS 
OE CYPRUS. AMONG OTHER THINGS IT ALSO CONSIDERED THAT 
REFUGEES SHOULD RETURN TO THEIR HOMES IN SAEETY; PARTIES 
SHOULD FULLY COOPERATE WITH UNEICYP; AND SYG SHOULD BRING 
PRESENT RES TO SC’S ATTENTION. RES HAD BEEN INTRODUCED 
BY ALGERIA AND ALSO COSPONSORED BY INDIA, MALI AND 
YUGOSLAVIA, LATER JOINED BY ARGENTINA, GUYANA, SYRIA 
AND UGANDA. CYPRUS DID NOT PRESS ITS OWN DRAET RES (L.738) 

TO VOTE. 

DURING TWO MEETINGS GA HEARD 25 STATEMENTS ON CYPRUS 
AND 1 1 EXPLANATIONS OP VOTE. ALGERIAN REP RAHAL, INTRODUCING 
REVISED DRAET RES, SAID GREECE AND TURKEY BOTH STATED 
THEY WERE PREPARED TO RESPECT INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY, 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND NON-ALIGNEMENT OF CYPRUS; 

WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN EORCES WOULD BE WORKED OUT THROUGH 
POUR-PARTY NEGOTIATIONS. FIRST STAGE IN RESTORING CLIMATE 
OP TRUST WOULD BE POR TWO COMMUNITIES TO SETTLE HUMANITARIAN 
PROBLEMS, SUCH AS ONE OF REFUGEES. 

TURKISH PONMIN GUNES SAID THAT ONCE GREEKS RECOGNIZED

AMB SCALI TOLD GA WHAT IT COULD AND SHOULD DO WAS HELP 
CREATE ATMOSPHERE IN WHICH MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATION, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FLEXIBILITY AND COMPROMISE WERE POSSIBLE. US, HE ADDED, 

STOOD READY TO PLAY EVEN MORE ACTIVE ROLE IN HELPING 
PARTIES FIND SOLUTION TO CENTURIES-OLD PROBLEM. SOVIET 
BLOC SPEAKERS CONTINUED TO ADVOCATE INTERNATIONAL CONPERENCE. 
CHINESE AND ALBANIAN DELS MADE SIMILAR STATEMENTS ABOUT 
"DEVILISH POLICY OP IMPERIALISTS ” (ALBANIA) AND "PIERCE 
CONTENTION BETWEEN TWO SUPERPOWERS" (CHINA). CHINESE REP 
EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ABOUT UNEICYP. STATEMENTS WERE

TOGABO, YUGOSLAVIA, INDIA, BYELORUSSIA, TUNISIA, IVORY COAST, 

IRAQ, MONGOLIA, KENYA, CUBA, AND SAUDI ARABIA. 

IN EXPLANATION OP VOTE, COSTA RICA HAD RESERVATION ON 
"NON-ALIGNMENT " IN OP PARA I. SOVIET REP INTERPRETED 
PARA 6 TO MEAN EPPORTS TO SOLVE PROBLEM WITHIN UN FRAMEWORK 
WOULD INCLUDE SUCH MEASURES AS CONVENING INTERNATIONAL 
CONPERENCE ON BROAD BASIS AND PARA 10 TO MEAN SC MUST 
ONCE AGAIN CONSIDER PROBLEM AND TAKE EFPECTIVE MEASURES

SOUTH AFRICA, VENEZUELA, ZAIRE, ZAMBIA. POLLOWING VOTE, 

TURKISH PONMIN SAID HE WAS GRATIFIED WITH UNANIMOUS 
ADOPTION OF RES, UK REP PAID TRIBUTE TO PERSISTENCE OP 
DELS WHICH LED TO CONSTRUCTIVE OUTCOME, AND CYPRIOT

FOREIGN FIRMS OPERATING IN NAMIBIA TO REVOKE AGREEMENTS

AUSTRIA, CUBA, AND FRG. CUBAN REP SAID OF QUESTION OF SUCCESSION 
OF STATES IN CASE OF SOCIAL REVOLUTION, HIS DEL DID NOT 
BELIEVE "IDENTIFY" OF STATE REMAINED INTACT, ADDING THAT 
DRAFT EXCLUDING ALL NEW MEANS OF COLONIALISM WOULD NOT MEET

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GA TO EXTEND SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA TO INCLUDE ALL 
COMMUNICATIONS, AND TO INCLUDE SOUTH AFRICA AS MAIN VIOLATOR 
OF SANCTIONS. IRAQI REP REPORTED THAT ICAO HAS ADOPTED 
RESES INVITING NATL LIBERATION MOVEMENT REPS TO MEETINGS 
RELEVANT TO THEIR TERRITORIES, AND SUSPENDING VOTING POWER 
OF SOUTH AFRICA. 

PUERTO RICO-BERRIOS STATEMENT REFLECTED HIS OPENING COMMENT 
THAT HE SUBSCRIBED TO VIEWS EXPRESSED OCT 30 BY SYG OF 
PR SOCIALIST PARTY. HE CONDEMNED PUERTO RICAN ELECTIONS, 

HINTING THAT US ADMISSION OF MILLIONS SPENT ON CHILEAN 
ELECTIONS SUGGESTS THAT US MUST SPEND EAR MORE ON PR COLONIAL 
ELECTIONS, SAID US DEEIED 28TH GA REQUEST TO USG TO REFRAIN 
FROM MEASURES IMPEDING PR SELE-DETERMINATION, AND SAID COMITE OE 
24 "AD HOC COMITE" HAD EAILED TO INVESTIGATE CORPORATIONS IN 
PUERTO RICO, WHICH HE ACCUSED OF CONTROLLING ECONOMY FROM US. 
BERRIOS SAID HENRY JACKSON HAD DECLARED PR "WAR BOOTY" WON 
BY US AND THEREEORE PERMANENT US PROPERTY. CITING INFLATION 
RATES OF 23.7 PERCENT, UNEMPLOYMENT OF 30 PERCENT, 

ALCOHOLISM RATE OF 20 PER CENT, AND STATING THAT US EIRMS EARN 
TREMENDOUS PROFITS IN PR, MARTINEZ ACCUSED US OF ACTIVELY 
SENDING PEOPLE FROM US TO TAKE BEST JOBS WHILE PUERTO RICANS 
IN US ARE "WASHING PLATES." HE SAID US ECONOMIC ASSISTANCE 
MEASURES NEGATIVELY AFFECT PR NATL ITEGRITY: INTRODUCTION 
OF FOOD STAMPS, PROMOTION OF HEAVY INDISTRY, EXPLORATION OE 
MINERAL RIGHTS, CONSTRUCTION OF DEEP-WATER PORT, AND 
ELIMINATION OE POPULATION GROWTH. LAST HE DESCRIBED AS GENOCIDAL, 
SAYING US ENCOURAGES MASS STERILIZATION AND THAT 36 PERCENT OF WOMEN 
OF CHILDBEARING AGE HAVE BEEN STERILIZED. PR POLICE FORCE, 

HE REPORTED, INCREASED BY 200 PERCENT IN PAST YEAR, ADDING 
THAT POLICE HAD BEEN REORGANIZED TO REFINE ITS REPRESSIVE 
CHARACTER DIRECTED AGAINST THOSE WHO SPEAK OUT AGAINST 
INEQUALITY AND EOR INDEPENDENCE. HE REQUESTED COMITE TO ASK 
US TO EULEIL RES 1514 (XV) ON DECOLONIALIZATION, TO SPECIFICALLY 
REJECT ANY FALSE MACHINERY OF PSEUDO-DECOLONIZATION SUCH AS 
THE AD HOC COMITE AND PLEBISCITES, AND TO SEND VISITING MISSION 
TO PUERTO RICO. 

CUBAN REP'S STATEMENT SUPPORTED BERRIOS' REMARKS. ALARCON 
SAID ELECTORAL PROCESS IN PR WAS OPENLY ADMITTED BY CANDIDATES 
AND USG AUTHORITIES TO HAVE NO BEARING ON QUESTION OF PR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RELATIONSHIP WITH US, CALLING SITUATION AGGRESSIVE MANIFESTATION 
OF CONTEMPORARY COLONIALISM,TO BE COMPARED TO FORMS IN SOUTH 
AFRICA AND PALESTINE. COMITE DECIDED ON INFORMAL BASIS TO 
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RESUME CONSIDERATION OE PUERTO RICO AT 1975 SESSION. 

SOUTH AERICAN ITEM IN SC - 

AT INEORMAL CONSULTATIONS OCT. 31 SC MEMBERS AGREED ON TEXT OE 
LETTER TO BE SENT EROM SC PRES TO GA PRES CONCERNING COUNCIL'S 
DEBATE ON SOUTH AERICA. SOVIET-BACKED EEEORTS TO INCLUDE 
REFERENCE TO VOTING RESULTS WERE BEATEN BACK, AND LETTER 
CONCLUDED "SC WAS NOT ABLE TO ADOPT RES ON THIS ITEM AND 
ACCORDINGLY REMAINS SEIZED OE MATTER." (OURTEL 4633) 

FALKLAND (MALVINAS) ISLANDS - 

UK REP SENT LETTER TO SYG (A/9814) WHICH REEERRED TO ARGENTINE 
STATEMENT AND LETTER ON EALKLAND ISLANDS AND REITERATED HMG 
HAS NO DOUBT ABOUT ITS SOVEREIGNTY OVER THOSE ISLANDS AND 
DESIRES TO ARRIVE AT JUST AND PEACEEUL SOLUTION "CONSONANT 
WITH EXPRESSED WISHES OE INHABITANTS " OE ISLANDS.
